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CAMPAIGN PLANS 


Lincoln, Neb., July 9.—Plans for the dem- 
ocratic national campaign of 1900 were out- 
lined and practically agreed upon today 
at a protracted conference between the 
jeaders of the party. The plan includes 
the appointment of a campaign committee, 
as agreed upon between representatives of 
the democratic, silver republican and pop- 
ulist parties at Kansas Cty. This commit- 
tee will include members of all three par- 
ties and perhaps also democrats not mem- 
bers of the national committee, but who 
@re prominent in the councils of the party. 
This committee will, it is sald, have 
charge, in a measure, of the practical 
working of the campaign and will work 
for fusion on state and congressional tick- 
ets wherever possible. The press and ex- 
ecutive committee, it is expected, will, 
with ‘one or two exceptions, be the same 
as last year. The personnel of all the com- 
mittees was left in thé hands of Chair- 
man Jones. The question of national head- 
quarters was also left in hfs Hands. It 
was state that Chicago would probably 
he selected. 

Mr.. Bryan said today that he had made 
no plans as to the part he would take in 
the campaign and would not do so until 
he had conferred further with the party 
leaders. The subject was discussed at the 
meeting, as well as the amount of cam- 
paign work to be done by Mr. Stevenson, 
although this feature will not be fully 
decided on until after formal notification 
of their nomination has been given both 
Mr. Bryan and Mr. Stevenson, which prob- 
ably will not be for several weeks. 

Committeeman Johnson, of Kansas, stat- 
ed after the meeting that an understand- 
ing exists that Mr. Bryan will net tour 
the country as he did during the campaign 
of 1896, but will make trips from time to 
time to the larger centers of population, 
remaining in Lincoln a great deal of the 
time. Many visitors are expected here 
during the campaign and Lincoln will in 
@ way be a central point in the cam- 
paign.

level best to save human life. The money

Alighting from 
the car, Mr. Stevenson shook hands with 
other members of Mr. Bryan’s party, in- 
cluding Charles A. Towne, National Com- 
mitteemen Campau of Michigan, Johnson 
of Kansas, Stcne of Missouri, Daniels of 
North Carolina, Sergeant-at-Arms John 
Martin and Governor Poynter. Arm in 
arm with Xr. Bryar, he walked down the 
long platform between two lines of cheer- 
ing spectators to the carriages. The party 
was driven immediately to the Lincoln 
hotel, where two or three thousand people 
had gathered. As soon as Bryan and 
Stevenson alighted, there were demands 
for a speech. Mr. Stevenson replied: 

“I can say to you that I thank you for 
this cordial welcome. I am too modest a 
man to make the first speech when I 
stand in the presence of the r.ext pres- 
ident. At some future time I will do 
myself the honor to address the Bryan 
tren, which means the democrats, popu- 
lists and free silver ‘ republicans. I 
thenk you for this horor.” 

Mr. Bryan and Mr. Stevenson, standing 
together, then shook hands with several 
hundred people, who passed in line rapid- 
ly before them. But at they turned to 
go up stairs to where the democratic con- 


vention was to meet, the crowd <«houted ° 


for Bryan. He shook his head, but the 
crowd insisted. 

“IT am glad zo nany have turned out on 
shcrt notice to greet Mr. Stevenson,” he 
said. ‘I want nim to feel that when he 
ecrmes to Nebraska he comes among 
friends, and when he gocs back to Lllinois 
to help us carry Illinois, I want him to 
tell them there is no doubt of Nebraska.’’

Niagara Falls, N. Y., July 9.—Peter Nis- 
sen, of Chicago, or Mr. Bowser, as he 
styles himself, went through the whirlpool 
rapids of the Niagara this afternoon in 
the presence of about 10,000 persons, in 
bis craft, the Fool Killer. The boat was 
towed to a tock about a mile above the 
rapids and secured.

Shortly af- 
ter 3 o’clock Mr, Bowser was seen on his 
boat.

Captain Carter Was Not Disposed To

New York, July 9%.—Hearing was re- 
sumed today before United States Com-.

Mr. Agnew said he called at the govern- 
ment office and the clerk told him the 
specifications could only be obtained 
from Captain Carter. He was unabie to 
secure access to Captain Carter. The 
specifications were sent to him some days 
after he sent hig letter of protest. They 


were obtained through the influence of a — 


friend, Hunting & Co. made a bid at the 
last moment.

“Men Clalm the Company Broke Falth 
with Them 


NEW MEN HAD BEEN EMPLOYED 


Counsel for Company Argued That It 
Had Not Been Intentionally Done. 
Workmen Answered Not 
First Violation of 
Agreement. 


Bt. Louis, Mo., July 9.—The strike 
against the St. Louis Transit Company by 
{ts former employees, which was declared 
eff July 2d, was ordered renewed today at 
@ meeting of the street railway men’s un- 
.fon at the West End coliseum. Tomorrew 

‘morning at 8 o'clock was the time fixed 
' for the renewal of the boycott on all the 
company’s Iines, 

When the strike was settled on July 2d 
thera were some mutterings of discon- 
tent among the men over the terms of set- 
tlement, and since that time the dissatis- 
faction has: grown dally. Charges were 
made that the company had failed to keep 
the agreement of July 2d, and one or 
more instances were cited fending to prove 
that there tad been a breach of faith. 

Meetings were held at several paces 
in the course of the week, and commit- 
-tées Were appointed to procure proof of 
infidelity on the part of the compuny. 

At a meeting of the executive committee 
of the railway men’s union.held on Satur- 
day, a batch of affidavits were produced 
to the effect that new men have been em- 
ployed by the company since July’ 2d in 
violation of the terms of agreement. Af- 
ter a session lasting several hours, the 
executive committee determined to call a 
mass meeting of the street railway men 
for this morning, and to recommend that 
the atrike be declared on again. 

The Central Trades and Labor Union 
met later and indorsed the action of the 
executive committee. 

The representatives of the comovany, 
through Pres'dent Whitaker, addressed 
a letter to the mén denying that the com- 
pany had intentionally violated the agree- 
ment of. July 2d, and declaring its-inten- 
tion to live up to every condition of the 
agreement, both in letter and in spfrit. 
Fred W. Lehmann, attorney for the 
- ¢ompany, appeared at the meeting and of- 
fered to submit the question as tc whether 
‘the company had broken faith, to Joseph 
W. Folk, counsel for the men; and bound 
the company to abide by Mr. Folk’s judg- 
ment in the premises. The proposition 
was ignored, and by a unanimous vote the 
strike was renewed. 

A member of the executive comiittes 
said today that this was the second time 
the company had broken faith. 


BOERS ARE UNUSUALLY ACTIVE

CHEERING WQRDS FROM CHINA 


Mission Boards in New York Receive 
Cablegrams, 

New York, July §9.—Rev. Joshua Kimber, 
associate secretary of yhe Protestant Epis- 
copa] Missionary Society, today received 
a telegram from Rev. Bishop Frederick 
Groves in answer to one sent in inquiry 
on Sunday. Rev. Groves is the bishop of 
Shanghai and the Yang Tse valley. His 
cablegram read: 

“All safe. 
friends.” 
+The Protestant Episcopal church has 
no missions in north China, but it has 
stations for a thousand miles along the 
Great Niang Tse river. There have been 
no disturbances in that section as yét, 
but the cablegrdm shows that Bishop 
Groves is not taking any chances. Mr. 
Kimber understands the bishop’s message 
to mean that all the white women in the 
Protestant BDpiscopal missions in China, 
whereever situated, have already gone to 
Japan, A reassuring message was also re- 
ceived today by Rev. H. N. Cobb, of the 
Reformed church board. It 
Amoy and reads: 

“Everything and tverybody all well. 
Will act under instructions given.” 

The message was not signed, but is sup- 
posed to be from the Rev. P. Ww. Pitcher, 
to- whom a message of inquiry had been 
sent. The word “everything’”’ is supposed 
o refer to mission property. The instruc- 
tions referred to were that no risks should 
be run and that nothing should be omit- 
ted to insure the safety of all the mission- 
aries. Rev. Dr. H. K. Carroll, of the 
‘Methodist Episcopal Missionary Society, 
said today that he was much more hope- 
ful than he had been last week and he 
would not be surprised if all t the ‘mission- 
aries should yet escape. He said that in 
previous disturbances the Chinese con- 
verts had proved remarkably faithful to 
the missionaries, often at great risk to 
themselves.

Charleston, S. C., July 9.—Although the 
general convention of the National Edu- 
cational Association will not be called 
to order until tomorrow afternoon, large 
numbers of delegates have already ar- 
rived.

The 
delegates spent the day in visiting the 
many points of interest in. the city and 
reveling in a temperature which is high- 
ly invigorating. The national council 
of education, the department of Indian 
education and the ‘national conference of 
religious education held brief sessions. 

Professor Nicholas Murray’ Butler 
called the educational council together 
and in the absence of President Soldan 
and Vice President Brown, C. M. Jordan, 
superintendent of the Minneapolis 
schools, presided. Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Gove, of Denver, opened 
the discussion with the reading of a pa- 
per on “Education in Our New Posses- 
sions.” He favored the creation of a 
commission of practical men to further 
the work of spreading education among 
the inhabitants of our new possessions 
to work in co-operation with the war 
department. He believed the war de- 
partment was the only executive forte 
which could carry on this branch of ed- 
ucational work. 

“Some High School Statistics’. was 
discussed by Superintendent J. M. Green- 
wood, of HMansas City. 

A paper on ‘“‘Educational Progress Dur- 
ing the Year’’ was read at the night 
session by President Hinsdale, of the 
University of Michigan.

Baron Hayashi, being asked by a representative of The Daily Chronicle: “Do you under- 
stand that Japan has now been allowed a free hand to settle the trouble” replied: “I don’t un- 
derstand so, but I know that Japan is willing to do all in her power to bring the rising to an 
end, along with the other powers. Japan is ready to put 22,000 men into the field.” 

If any sort of government existed in Pekin the settlement of the trouble would not Paseent 
serious difficulties, but if anarchy prevailed the situation would be serious indeed. 

George Wynham, parliamentary under secretary of state for war, said in the house of com- 
mons yesterday that since 1895 English firms had sold the Chinese government 71 guns posi- 
tion, 123 field guns and 297 machine guns, with ammunition for each class. He also saidthat a 
German firm in 1899 sold China 460 Mauser rifles. . | 

Rear Admiral Lord Charles. Beresford, speaking at Malta’ at the naval and military society 
on Monday evening said the trouble in China would be far-reaching and disastrous in its. conse- 
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quences and to British trade there. It would be a military, not a maritime war, and the pow- 
ers that could place on the spot the greatest number of troops would eventually have substan- 
tial advantages. The powers not consenting to the ‘open door,” particularly Russia, he de- 
clared, would eventually gain supremacy.* He said it was a pity that his proposals respecting 
the reorganization of the Chinese army had not been accepted by the British government with 
a view to the possibility of a general war. Lord Beresford advocated an imperial conference to 
which allthe colonies should be invited, to discuss a scheme of defense. 


AS VIEWED FROM WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—Develcpments in the Chinese situation were c orsidered by members of the cabinet at 
a consultation held today. The participants explained their conference by saying that it was the first cpportunity 
that had occurred lately to gather as many as four of the cabinet members for corsultation. Results followed in 
the shane-of renewed activity in the cispatch of 'e-enforcements to China. Admiral Kempff’s ceblegram, giving his 
estimate of the amount of force he regarded as necessary to represent the United States properly in the movement 
upon Pekin was carefully considered. An agr2ement was reached to say nothirg about the admiral’s figures, on the 
ground that it would be impolitic to make our needs known to the Chinese in the first jnstance and also because of 
a desire on the part of this government to avoid being put in the position of appearing to set up a standard for the 
other powers in this matter. It is understood, however, that the pith of Admiral Kempff’s communication ‘s the 
necessity of speedy re-enforcements, if quick action is desired, and cn the latter point there is not a dissenting voice 
among the cabinet officers. if re-anfcreements are to. be gotten to China speedily they cannot come from the United 
States. According to the schedule already in cxecution, only one steamer with two battalions of one regiment 
has started from San Franc'sco, and the next stéamer is not to start before the 15th of the present month. This is 
about the best time that’can b>? made with the »resent facilities, and at that rats many weeks and even months 
must elapse before the 6,000 additicnal troops ordered cast Saturday can be landed there. The state of affairs caused 

“a revival today of the report that Gcneral MacArthur ts to be again called upon to relieve the situation by dispatch- 
ing from the Philippines at least two regiments in addition to the Ninth infantry, already sent to Taku. It was said 
that the cabinet officers consjdered this subject and decided to give the necessary orders looking to a replacement 
of the troops withdrawn from Geneial MacArthur’s command frcm the force going out from the United States. 
None 92f the cabinet officers would admit or deiy this, so it gained some credence. Unless Japan is to be left to do 
all the fighting in the immediate future, G2neral MacArthur must respond to this demand. By drawing upon the 
Philippine force, at least a month could be saved in landing troops in China. 

Secretary Long this afternoon showed how the navy was responding to tke call for re-enforcements by order- 
ing 500 marines to be assembled from the several navy yards and hurried to China. It is significant that these are 
the iirst military forces to be sent directly from the United States to-China without instructions to stop at Nagas- 
aki for orders. The marines will make up a force of 750 men, as the department already has given orders for. the 
equipment of 250 marines for similar service. Th2y will be seit out cn the first army transport availabte for the 
servisze. The Russian and the french charge and the Chinese min‘ster were among Secretary Hay’s callers voday.

RUSSIA WILLING FOR JAPANESE TO GO AHEAD. 


Mr, Wollant, the Russian charge de legation, was among Secretary Hay’s callers today. His mission was con- 
nected with the Chinese situation, and.while no official explanation on the subject could be had, there is reason ‘o 
believe that the minister formally conveyed to Secretary Hay the assurance that his government was entirely wil 
ing that Japan should do everything in her power to meet the needs of the situation realizing that he alone of the 
powers was in position to act speedily. It is impossible to ascertain whether or not any assurances have been ex- 

’ changed respecting the limitation of compensation for the task the Japanese government is about to assume in the 
interests of civilization. An intimation has been dropped that the amount of indemnity will not be reduced to ex- 
act terms in advance of action by Japan, but that the latter nation will proceed upon a general assurance from the 
powers concerned that it wil] be properly repaid for the expenditure of muney, and men involved. 

It is learned at the state department that the foundation for the story cabled from London respecting co-opera- 
tion between Japan, England and the United States at the instance of Li Hung Chang to preserve the Chinese em- 
pire, is nothing more than an outcropping in a new form of the arrangement already made by our government with 
the others named for the neutralization of the southern provinces of China, in accordance with the urgent pion 


of the viceroys of the provinces in that section, 
The following telegram was received last night by Minister Wu, from Sheng, director genera] of the seiipatia? 


telegraphs at Shanghai, dated yesterday: 
“July 3, two legations in Pekin still preserved. All ministers safe. Rebellious troops and rioters 


make attacks, but suffer many losses. Imperial troops are protecting, but meet much difficulty in do- 
ing so. It is feared that food and ammunition are exhausted.” 


BETTER FEELING AT WASHINGTON. 


Though fearuful of giving faise encouragement, the state department officials are bound to admit today that 
there is reason for hope now respecting the welfare of the legations at Pekin,Minister Wu's cablegram from 
Sheng, taken in connection with that of Bruce from Tien Tsin, has done much to encourage this hopeful feeling. Mr. 
Wu brovght his telegram to the state department this morning.{n person and pointed out to Secre Hay what he 
regarded ag some significant and gratifying features of his dispatch. Such an instance was Sheng designating the 
delegations as “rebellious troops and rioters,’’ and the positive statement — the Chinese government is — 
seus Wu says the Prince Ching, who, according to Admiral Bruce, is attacking the boxers, is not only the 
head of the tsung’ li yamen, but also is commandmant of the Pekin garrisons. There are several garrisons in Pe 
kin. each composed of a separate nationality, and Ching commands the Manchu force. At last advice this force 
comprised about 10,000 soldiers. They had been drilled in foreign tactics at the military school of the north by in- 
structors who had been taught the art of war by German army officers, and who undoubtedly prove very effective. 
The minister noted that the boxer movemetit had degenerated into rioting and looting, all principle has been lost 
and so it was reasonable to expect that the strongest and best, and most influential of the Chinese mandarins 
would find it necessary to combine to crush them, from an instinct of self preservation, and regardless of their 


foreign or anti-foreign sentiments. 


HEAVY REWARDS OFFERED FOR RESCUE OF AMERICANS, 


Minister Wu has cabled to Sheng, the director general of imperial posts at Shanghai, and to tthe viceroy of 
Nanking, a request that they take steps to have it made known in Pekiny and vicinity that heavy rewards will 
be paid by the American people for the salvation of the people in the legations. The minister did not make this 
representation upon the authorization of the United States government, but upon many statements that had been 
made to him by prominent Americans. He was approached yesterday by some ladies, friends and relatives of some 
of the people who were with Minister Conger when the outbreak occurred, beseeching him to offer rewards which they 


would pay any one who’ would help the besieged. 


BERLIN REMAINS IN DOUBT. 


BERLIN, July 9.—The foreign office claims to have no later authentic news from Pekin than that published, and 
remains in doubt as to the fate of the whites there. Regarding the attitude of the powers, @ foreign official said 
that they continue harmonious and that the harmony just now is standing the first serious test, namely, sending to 
China another Japanese division, a re-enforcement which the commanders.at Tien Tsin will especiaily welcome. There 
is now, the official added, no objection to the landing of foreign forces by “7 of the allied powers, “if they will 
only hasten their arrival.”’

CHIEF JOYNER DROWNS 
BIRDS AS THEY ROOST 


A unique method was taken last night 
to rid the residents in the neighborhood 
of Courtland and Linden streets of count- 
less martins that have infested the trees 
of that vicinity for some time. * 

Of late the birds have become so great 
a nuisance that several ladies of the 
neighborhood, who in the past have been 
Society, 
have been thinking of disassociating 
themselves from that organization. Thus 
does each family work out its own sal- 
vation. 

Anyhow, there have been myriads of 
birds, of the family martin, that have 
built their nests and otherwise made 
themselves comfortable in the large 
shade trees in the vicinity of Courtland 
and Linden streets. They have been 
waking the sleepy residents at 3 and 4 
o'clock in the morning by their noisy 
chatter and have otherwise. been en- 
tirely unwelcome. 

Yesterday morning the expected revolt 
came. The residents applied to the may- 
or for permits to shoot the  martins. 
These permits the mayor could not give. 
Then Chief Joyner was applied to and 
last night he administered the hydro- 
pathic treatment to the martins, with 
excellent results. 

He and Assistant Chief Cummings went 
to the troubled neighborhood with the 
reel from No. 8 engine house last night 
at 8:30 o’clock and turned two streams 
of water into the trees. The birds that 
were unheeding to imprecations and un- 
afraid of threats turned arrant cowards 
when the water struck them. Many 
were killed outright, others were stun- 
ned and captured, and the great majority 
left the trees to find other and more 
comfortable nesting places. Last night 
the trees. were free of martins and the 
residents of the neighborhood hope they 
will not return. 

All of which was brought about by the 
story of how Fred Moreton twenty y2ars 
ago drove the martins away from ‘lhe 
Shades”’ in Atlanta. 

Fred Moreton kept a hotel a: the cor- 
ner of South Pryor and Hunter streets 
on the spot where the courthouse i3 now 
located. His place he called ‘The 
Shades,’’ and in those days it was a 
prominent and profitable hostelry. 

A large number of mulberry trees sur- 
rounded the place, giving it its name, and 
in these trees the martins built thir 
nests. They became so great a nuisance 
that the mayor of Atlanta gave permits 
to citizens to shoot them. Whole cuait- 
loads were killed, but the martins ap 
peared to thrive on lead and muItipliei 
faster than they were killed. 

Finally Chief Joyner, then the head of 

the volunteer fire department, was ap- 
plied to and he and a number of others, 
Assistant Chief Cummings among them, 
visited ‘“‘The Shades’”’ and literally wash- 
ed the martins from the trees. Where 
they went no one knows, but it is cer- 
tain they never returned. 
. Some time after the martins left ‘‘The 
Shades’ disappeared also to give place 
to the courthouse. All that is left of the 
story is the memory and it was that 
which caused the martins last night to 
get a free shower bath while they 
roosted.

Masons of Atlanta Will Breet Hand- 
some Structure. 


TO MEET TOMORROW NIGHT 


Will Erect Building at Corner Pryor 
Street and Auburn Avenue. 


WILL BE A HOME FOR MASONIC BODIES 


Masons Have Been Preparing for Ten 
Years To Build Temple and 
Will Push the Work, 


A temple for their own use, to be erect- 
ed on the corner of North Pryor street 
and Auburn @venue. and to cost between 
$75,000 and $100,000. will be erected by the 
Masons of Atlanta. 

This was decided upon at a recent meet- 
ing of the directors of the Atlanta Ma- 
sonie Temple Company, which: is com- 
posed of representatives of the Masonic 
bodies of Atlanta. A mass meeting of 
the stockholders of the company and all 
other Masons of the city has been called 
for tomorr)w right in Masonic hall, cham. 
ber of commerce buiding, corner South 
Pryor and Hunter streets. At this meet- 
ing plans for the erection of the temple 
will be discussed and every possible ar- 
rangement will be made. 

While no subscriptions will be solicited 
at the meeting tomorrow night those who 
feel disposed to increase the present fund 
either by subscfiption or by purchasing 
stock. will be allowed do so. It will prob- 
ably be decided tomorrow night to hold 
a Masonic fair next fall for the benefit 
of the temple fund. The Masons are al- 
ready enthusiastic over this prospect and 
it is freely predicted that such a fair 
would net between $10,000 and $15,000, for 


them. | 

Tentative plans are now being sketched 
for the building, but until they are sub- 
mitted to the architect and moré definite 
arrangements are made it will be im- 
possible to either give the dimensions of 
the structure or tell how it will appear 
when completed. The lot upon which the 
structure will be erected fronts eighty- 
five feet on North Pryor street and runs 
back 121 feet on Auburn avenue. It is 
very probable that the building will cover 
the entire lot, that being the present 
intention of those who are pushing the 
movement. 

The land was purchased: about ten years 
ago by thé Atlanta Masonic Temple Com- 
pany from the late W. A. Moore for 
$35,000. It is now valued at $60,000 and 
some time ago $75,000 was refused for it. 
The idea of the Masons in holding so 
tenaciously to this property is in keeping 
with their first intention, They have for 
many years desired building a Masonic 
temple. a home for the various Masonic 
bodies in Atlanta upon it. This struc- 
ture will be furnished to suit the demands 
of their order and will have every con- 
venience both for secret work and for en- 
tertaining.

ROUND DEAD ON TRESTLE 


Young Man Killed by a Railroad 
Train. 


IDENTITY IS NOT CERTAIN 


He Is Supposed To Be Clinton Shinn, 
of Augusta—Coroner Holds an 
Inquest Over the Body. 


The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
over the body of a young white man who 
was found dead on the Southern railroad 
trestle at Peachtree creek. The body was 
discovered by a negro yesterday morning 
at 4:30 o’clock. 

The body was identified as that of Clin- 
ton Shinn, of Augusta, Charlie Spiers 
testifying before the coroner’s jury that 
he knew Shinn and believed the dead man 
was he. 

Shinn was seen in Atlanta a few days 
ago, but cannot now be found, 

An examination of the body by the 
county physician failed to reveal any 
wounds except those which a train of 
cars might have made, and this precluded 
any suspicion of foul play. . 

The body was brought to the city and 
the inquest was held at the undertaking 
establishment of H. M. Patterson. The 
ver@ict of the coroner’s jury was as fol- 
lows? 

We the jury, decide the young man now 
lying dead before us, and supposed to be 
Clint Shinn, came to his death by being 
run over and cutting off right leg and 
arm and left foot, and slight bruises. 
Same caused by train on Southern rail- 
way on Peachtree creek trestle. 

No disposition of the body has yet been 
made, as the undertaker is endeavoring 
to ascertain if Shinn has any relatives in 
Augusta who desire the body removed 
there for interment.

1. Imperialism is a crime against 
popular liberty; Mr. Hoar opposes it 
and Mr. McKinley favors it; therefore 
Mr. Hoar is for McKinley. 

2. Mr. Bryan, opposing imperial- 
ism, was in favor of the treaty of 
peace; therefore Mr. Hoar will sup- 
port McKinley, who favors impe- 
rialism. 

3. Mr. Bryan favored a resolution 
}declaring imperialism to be against 
the policy of this government. Mr. 
Hoar voted for this resolution, and 
Mr. McKinley and his friends work- 
ed against it and defeated it; there- 
fore Mr. Hoar will support Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. 

4. Mr. Bryan desired to end the 
war and make the status of the Phil- 
ippines the same as that of Cuba; 
so, also, did Senator Hoar; but Mr. 
McKinley was opposed to that from 
beginning to end; therefore Mr. Hoar 
will support McKinley. 

5. Mr. Bryan was convinced that 
the issue should be left to the people 
to decide; Mr. Hoar said that was a 
“political trick;’” therefore Mr. Hoar 
will heartily support Mr. McKinley. 

It is possible for a reflecting person 
to run his eye over these propositions 
and perceive the exact relations which 
Mr. Hoar’s moral convictions bear to 
his political views. He will vote against 
his convictions—against his conscience 
—and for his party because Mr. Bryan 
was for the ratification of the treaty 
and desired to bring the question of 
imperialism before the people. 

It would appear from tuis that Mr. 
Bryan is more responsible for Mr. 
Hoar’s pozitical action than Mr. Hoar 
is himself. 
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The Chinese Situation. 

To go to war is one thing, but to 
confine its operations within its origi- 
nal sphere is quite another. It is this 
fact which renders the present move- 
ment in China so perilous, and which 
tempers the indignation of the world 
concerning the atrocities which have 
been perpetrated. 

The letter of Minister Conger to Sec- 
retary Hay shows that the present sit- 
uation was not altogether unexpected. 
While paid officialdom was deluded by 
the representations of the Pekin court, 
the missionaries and residents general- 
ly were fully informed as to what was 
going on. The murder of the native 
Christians: has been in progress for 
some time, and even the lives of for- 
‘eleners were later placed in danger. It 
was not until the fanatical mob vented 
their fury upon the German minister 
that the ambassadors found that their 
ex-territorial privileges amounted to 
nothing, and then begat the sensation- 
al developments, brought to a crisis by 
the unwise bombardment of Taku. Yn 
the light of subsequent events, we can 
see how wise was the course of Admir.- 
al Kempff in refusing to take part in ft. 

That bombardment alter™{ the whole 
situation. Tothe Chinaman it was 
proof sufficient that the missionaries 
were but advance agents of a foreign 
and hostile foe; it removed the line 
between government supporter and 
rebel, and united them all as China- 
men defending their native ‘land. It 
broke the power of the loyal; gave the 
excuse of patriotism to the rebels, and 
brought about the jeopardy which 
now hangs over the heads of the for- 
eign population. 

Dangers equally as grave await every 
other action. which may be taken. As 
declared by The Philadelphia Press, in 
discussing this very question, the par- 
tition. of China has not only been a 
European hepe, but a Chinese fear as 
well. Our government would take no 
part in the partition, but it got the oth- 
er powers to promise that when they 
did divide China they would leave us 
an open door for trade within their re- 
spective spheres. This was all right for 
us, but it did nothing to allay the fears 
of the Chinese of outside interference. 
They are not a people who usually 
move quickly, but patriotic sentiment 
is strong among them. No matter how 
it has been aroused, no matter under 
what leadership, the fact is to be facen 
that China is in arms in its own de- 
fense against the whole outside world. 

Hence, it will be seen that even with 
the most perfect understanding which 
can be reached between the western 
powers, we have still the danger of 
Chinese suspicion to meet. They will 
place no faith in our intentions, but 
will regard every step as that of a foe 
with hostile motive. We can find 
among them no conservative class with 
whom to deal. 

What to do, therefore, now that the 
worst has been brought about, must 
remain a problem until some solution 
ig reached.

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The Whole Truth. 

It may seer to De a paradox to say 
that one of the most successful meth- 
ods of propagating error is to tell a 
part of the truth, but such is the fact. 
Thus a correspondent of The Spring- 
field Republican, writing from Fort 
describes the means by 
which negroes are enabled to become 
tenants of land. The first cotton grown 
on the plantation goes.to pay the rent; 
the second growth goes to pay the mer- 
chant, and the third growth goes to the 
renter. Frequently, as the result of a 
bad year, the land owner, the merchant 
and the renter are all out of pocket, 
and then the arrears of debt go over 
as an additional mortgage.on the next 
year’s crop. 

All this is true enough, but the read- 
ers of The Republican will be apt to 
conclude that it is only the negroes 
who are subjected to these harsh and 
unfruitful conditions, and their herats, 
keenly attuned to trouble at a distance, 
will be wrung by the reflection that 
only the negro is mf&de the victim of 
this system of renting. 

The whole truth is, however, that all 
farmers, white or black, who are with- 
Mut capital, and who lack the thrift 
and energy to take the risk of purchas- 
ing land of their own, are in the same 
boat. Neither the men who rent land, 
nor those who make advances of sup- 
plies, draw any distinctions on account 
}of color. A negro’s cotton or a neero’s 
money is as good as a white man’s and 
-will go quite as far. 

There is 2 large class at the north, 
composed of men and women who, 
with the best intentions in the world 
persist in believing that among the 
people of the south only the negro ie 
poor. But the truth ig that the war 
which freed the negroes left a large 
part of the white population penniless. 
and for several years after the war the 
whites were subjected to pretty much 
the same conditions of satrapry and 
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carpet tidestom now prevail in 
Cuba as the result of the glorious rule 
Mr. Hanna and his syndicated par- 
Now poverty is not without its dis- 
comforts, Indeed, some ancient writer, 
name unknown, has suggested that it 
is a burden. Be this as it may, there 
Was considerable equality in the matter 
of. this world’s gods between those 
emancipated from the results of sla- 
very and those freed from slavery it- 
self. It is curious that northern philan- 
thropy has never shed many sobs over 
the thousands upon thousands of white 
people, gently reared, who were left in 
abject poverty by the war. This, per- 
haps. was not to be expected, yet those 
who drink at the fountains of culture 
should hardly need to be told that pov- 
erty is no respecter of persons and has 
no prejudice against color. It imposes 
the same burdens upon all who are 
bound to its conditions.

The Skin Dealer’s Grandson. 

The antics of William Waldorf Astor, 
the grandson of a worthy skin-dealer 
who made some money-in pioneer days, 
are just now engaging the attention of 
London society, 

The incident is based upon a para- 
graph which Astor printed in his own 
newspaper, The Pall Mall Gazette, say- 
ing that 

Captain Sir Berkeley Milne, of the Na- 
val and Military Club, Piccadilly, former- 
ly commander of the royal yacht Osborne 
and a well-known clubman, attended a 
concert at the Astors’ without an invita- 
tion. 

It is explained that Captain Milne 
was dining at the house of a_ well- 
known lady. who asked him to go with 
her party to the Astors’ concert. This is 
daily done in London, and Captain 
Milne unhesitatingly accepted. On ar- 
riving Mr. Astor, instead of shaking 
hands with the captain, asked the lat- 
ter his name. Milne told him and said 
that Lady —— brought him with her 
party. Mr. Astor responded that he had 
not the pleasure of his acquaintance, 
requested him to leave and added that 
he would insert a notice in the news- 
papers. Captain Milne retired in con- 
fusion, and, from the Naval and Mili- 
tary Club, the same night, sent Mr. 
Astor 2 letter of apology and expressed 
the hope that he would allow the mat- 
ter to drop. 

The intimation is now made that the 
incident may cost Astor the place 
for which he abandoned his Amer- 
ican citizenship... because Captain 
Milne has many influential friends. 
among them the duke of York, who are 
furious. the duke and other naval offi- 
cers regarding Mr. Astor’s conduct as 
an insult to their profession as well as 
to a personal friend whose position in 
London society is unquestioned. The 
members of the Nava] and Military 
Club are also indignant at the fact that 
Mr. Astor dragged in the name of their 
club. The whole matter, with Captain 
Milne’s letter, has been vlaced before 
the prince of Wales and soclety is

‘To one familiar with fhe pictuges of men 
in public life the vast gatherine of party 
leaders at Kansas City presented a pecu- 
liar study,’’ remarked an Atlanta man 
who attended the convention.

Librarian Brown regards the _ book, 
which is given up éntirely to the sil- 
houettes, as one of the most, if not 
the most valuable in the possession of 
the state. 

The silhouettes of Governor Herschel 
V. Johnson, President David J. Baile, of 
the senate, and Speaker William 8S. stiles, 
of the house, are regarded as especially 
accurate. This is noted because the faces 
of these distinguished Georgians have 
been preserved in canvas and the ac- 
curacy of the silhouettes can, therefore, 
be-judged of. The work, which was per- 
formed by one artist, shows the type of 
dress in ante-bellum days, the manner 
in which i.e hair was worn and with 
equal accuracy the prevailing style of

< sol than one Geasgian who in 1855 
was a member of the house or senate 
and who afterwards rose to greater dis- 
tinction is represented in the portfolio. 
Peyton Colquitt, waose name became fa- 
mous in the war between the states, was 
then a clerk in the senate. He is repre- 
sented in silhouette as a young man of 
splendid profile. The father of the late 
Captain John Milledge, then a senator 
from Richmond county, appears in the 
volume. 

Librarian Brown is proud that the port- 
folio, which no one living seems to know 
anything about, has been restored to its 
proper place in the state library.

One of the acts of the Kangas City con- 
vention highly important in its probable 
political effect was the seating, by the 
vote of a large majority of the committee 
on credentials, of the Clark delegation 
from Montana.

Wants To Shut Out Newspapers. 

Commissioner Fox shoved a bit of paper 
over to the secretary. It was the reso- 
lution affecting the newspaper reporters. 
It called upon the chief to rigidly enforce 
rule ®. — 

At this critical juncture Commissioner 
Jones wanted to know why the chief of 
police did not enforce all the rules with- 
out any specific action from the board. 

This question met with silence. Rule 80 
Was unanimously backed up, and it pro- 
hibits anybody foolirg around the scr- 
geant’s books and desk without permis-; 
sion from the chief of police or the board, 

The chief was subsequently asked if he 
intended to issve permits to reporters, anda 
he replied: 

“I will attend to the matter tomorrow.” 

Commissicner Fox had another resolu- 
tion, but it didn’t go through as easily as 
the one calling upon the chief to enforce 
rule 8. This resolution called for the en- 
forcement of rule 118, which says mem- 
bers of the force must pay their debts. 
Another clause in the resolution was a 
notice to money sharks that hereafter the 
board would not force the officers to pay 
borrowed money. 

“If this Wrrowing keeps up,” said Com- 
missioner Fox, and we force payment, 
it will burst up the department. If the 
money sharks are put on notice, they will 
quit lending to a policeman,”’ 

Commissioner Patterson said if making 
the men honest woypld burst up the force, 
it ought to burst. 

Commissioner Jones said such action 
would hurt the credit of honest policemen. 

‘‘We have some professional deadbeats,”’ 
said Commissioner Jones, ‘‘and “we ought 
not to make the honest men suffer on 
their account,”’ 


A Presumption by the People. 

Commissioner English said the people 
presumed that the board selected only 
honest and upright men. ‘“‘They have a 
right,’’ he sald, “to think a policeman’s 
uniform is a badge of honor, and it Is our 
duty to force these men to meet their 
honest obligations. I-have had some ex- 
perience with members of this force, and 
the bank with which I am connected haz 
loaned them money, which they have 
pocketed like a present from home, and 
never entered the bank door again. To let 
men contract debts of any kind and then 
not force them to make an effort to pay 
is a reflection on our board.’’ 

Mayor Woodward said it looked iike 
making a new rule for the Fox resolution 
to pass, »nd he moved that it go over until 
another meeting. 

This course was pursued.

A TEMPORARY ORDER ISSUED 


Petition Alleges Atlanta Railway 
Contemplated Connecting with 
Seaboard Air-Line Tracks. 


The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company has | 
filed petition in the superior court asking 
that the Atlanta Railway Company be en- | 


joined from making a crossing near the, 


old Kirkpatrick home on the Decatur 
road or from connecttng its lines with the 
tracks of the old Seaboard Air-Line rail- 
road which ran through that part of the 
county. 

Judge John 8S. Candler took jurisdiction 
in the absence of Judge J. H. Lumpkin, 
presiding officer of the Fulton superior 
court, who left last week for Paris, and an 
order temporarily restraining the Atlanta 
Railway Company from proceeding with 
the work was issued. A hearing of the 
cage has Leen set for September ist, be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin. 

Several days ago the Rapid Transit 
Company filed petition asking the court to 
stop the Atlanta Railway Company from 
constructing a switch or sidetrack on the 
Decatur road in front of the Kirkpatrick 
Place, and a temporary restraining order 
was issued in that case. Both hearings 
have been scheduled for the same day. 

The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company is 
now engaged in copstructing its line from 
Atlanta to Decatur, and it alleges, in its 
petitions, that if the other company is al- 
lowed to put in other rails on the Deca- 
tur road at the point. named, it will 
greatly interfere with the construction of 
the Rapid Transit Company’s line. 

The line has been constructed along Au- 
burn avenue to where the Southern rail- 
way tracks eross Decatur street. If the 
line is completed as proposed, it will cross 
the railroad company’s tracks at that 
point. Recently the Southern had the 
Transit company temporarily enjoined 
from making the crcessing, but after 4 
hearing, the permanent injunction was 
denied.

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“Captain Swift’’ is a remarkably strong 
play. Having for its central character 
a man with a dark and stormy past—a 
retired bush-ranger of scholarly attain- 
ments and the instincts of a gen:loman,

come too late—the story is fraugnt with 
the deepest human interest. With sach 
a character for a hero, one would nit- 
urally expect an element of the melo- 
dramatic. Not so with “Captain Swift.”’ 
The story is told quietly, the characters 
are well drawn and the climaxes dramatic 
in the extreme. " 
The very nature of the play gives 
scant opportunity for marked br''‘iHancy 
of lines. The interest of the audience is 
compelled almost altogether »y (‘orce of 


eloquently than words. There are, how- 
ever, certain phrases put in the mouth 
of the hero, Mr. Wilding, which ring 


‘with a definite force that causes one to 


remember them. In the third act when 
Wilding finds himself the subject of 
suspicion on ali sides and hears at each 
turn allusions that bring back his past 
with fearful swiftness, he realizes that 
hs fate is sealed and attributes his di- 
lemma to the “long arm of coincidence.” 
The situation is tense and the words are 
telling. They lose none of their weight 
by: reason of the fact that they are 
borrewed from Henry Jamés. Agah, in 
the last act, when he refers to his na- 
ture as one of reflection and not of ac- 
tion, the thought is expressed with an 
unusual degree of force and directness. 

The plot of “Captain Swift’’ is out 
of the ordinary. In a certain sense the 
“Social Highwayman” was modeled af- 
ter it. Mr. Wilding, alias Captain Swift, 
is a young Australian, fresh from a se- 
ries of dare-devil exploits in the bush 
country, where his name has been a ter- 
ror to the natives. Combined with his 
criminal bent, he has the polish of the 
gentleman and the sangfroid of a man 
of the World. Cool and collected under 
the stress of trying c&rcumstances, there 
is nothing of the cur, and little of the 
spectacular ruffian, in his make-up. The 
direct cause of his flight to England 


is the robbery of one Gardner, who, by 
chances to arrive in 
England shortly afterwards. ~*Wilding 
meets and falls in love with Stella, the 
niece of Mrs. Seabrook, whose guest he 
is,. his presence at the Seabrook home 
being due to the fact that he had saved 
her husband's life. At the Seabrook 
home the plot thickens rapidly. Mrs. 
Seabrook is struck by Wilding’s §re- 
markable resemblance to the man who 
had entrapped her into a false marriage. 
Her suspicion that Wilding is really her 
son soon develops into certainty. The 
presence of the footman, Marshall, who 
is aware of Wilding'’s identity, and the 
strong dislike that Harry Seabrook, his 
half-brother, takes to him, complicate 
the situation until the mam knows ‘not 
which way to turn. But his magnificent 
nerve stands him in good stead, and he 
remains outwardly at ease and with un- 
rufied demeanor, while the terrors of 
doubt and suspicion pluck at his heart 
strings. 

The story is brought to a fitting and 
dramatic close in the fourth act. Sur- 
rounded by suspicion on all sides, his 
past life made known to the woman 
he loves, the officers of the law hound- 
ing him down, the temptation to return 
to the home of Gardner is too strong. 
While he is in the house it is surtounded 
by officers. He goes to the balcony. 
An instant later the sharp crack of a 
pistol. Wildling staggers into the room 
and falls dead. 

Harry Glazier did a capital bit of act- 
ing as Mr. Wilding. His style is admi- 
rably suited to just such roles, and he 
brought the full strength of the situa- 
tiofis out, and did not fall a victim to 
the temptation to over-act—a temptation 
that would have proved strong to many. 

William G. Beckwith gave an admira- 
ble interpretation of Gardner. Mr. Beck- 
with has hitherto been playing juvenile 
parts almost exclusively. That he is 
much better adapted to roles of more 
substance was evidenced in his work 
last night. Robert Leland had but scant 
opportunity in the role of Marshall, but 
he made the most of the part. Olive 
Martin, Emma Butler and Vail de Vernon 
handled their lines well. Miss Lewis was 
seen to much better advantage than in 
*‘Moths,”’ the only other play she has ap- 
peared in. 

On the programme “Captain Swift” is 
spoken of as a comedy. This is doubt- 
less a pleasantry of the printer. Dis- 
tinctly it is not a comedy in any sense 
of the word.

WHAT CAUSED THE TROUBLE 


Workmen Claimed That Their Wages 
Had Been Cut. t 


WHAT COMPANY SAYS ABOUT IT 


New Attachment Placed in the Mill 
Lightened the Work and Enabled 
Operatives To Make More. 


Columbus, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—I¢ the 
strike of forty beamers in the Eagle and 
Phenix mills is not settled, the mill may 
close down one day this week, possibly 
tomorrow, until an adjustment of matters 
is had. 

Practically every beamer in the mills 
quit work, claiming that their wages 
were cut the cut averaging 45 cents per 
day. Unless the beamers return, or their 
Places are filled by others from a dis- 
tance, the mills will be forced to close in 
a day or two, as the non-operation of this 
important department would cripple the 
mills to the extent that it would practical- 
ly cause their temporary shut down until 
the matter could be adjusted. 

An official of the company stated to- 
night that unless the trouble was quickly 
settled the company would probably vol- 
untarily suspend operations in a few days 
pending a settlement of the trouble. 

Secretary and Treasurer Clemence, of 
the mills, said tonight that the company 
recent; put in a $4,000 attachment in the 
beaming department, which greatly expe- 
dited the work. He said that under the 
old method beamers averaged $6 and $7 
per week. Tnder the present they made 
$14 and $15. The company, believing that 
this was unreasonable for this class of 
work, and not securing all the desired 
results from the attachment, proposed 
the reduction of wages from 4% to 3% 
cents per lease, and also the abolition of 
the practice of allowing extra leases for 
No. 20 yarns. He anda committéa\from 
the beamers had a conference with the 
beamers Saturday, at which the company 
agreed not to make the reduction from 
4% cents but merely to abolish the prac- 
ti¢e of allowing the extra lease. 

The committee seemed satisfied with 
this, and Mr. Clemence thought that the 
matter was settled, and was surprised at 
the strike today. He said that even Under 
the change that has been made, the beam- 
ers still make $10 and $11 per week. 

The Beamers’ Union had a lengthy ses- 
sion tonight. The company claims that it 
is merely adjusting the wage scale to fit 
new conditions. The use of an attach- 
ment which expedites the beamers’ work, 
which makes their wages, while less per 
lease several dollars more per week, as 
much more work is done, 

It is said tonight that the mule spin- 
nérs had also struck, claiming that a 
promised restoration of wages from 80 to 
90 cents had not been made. This was 
followed by a meeting of the Centra] Fed- 
eration of Labor at which a committee 
was appointed to confer tomorrow wita 
the officials of the company to adjust the 
matter. 


EX-GOV. PENNINGTON DEAD. 


Father of the Late Jack Pennington 
and Former Governor of the 
Dakotas Has Expired. 
Ex-Governor John Pennington, who at 
one time occupied the chief executive of- 
fice of the Dakotas, died Sunday at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. A. J. Adair, 
Oxford, Ala. He was governor of the 
Dakotas prior to their admission into the 

union as states. 

Ex-Governor Pennington was the father 
of the late Jack Pennington, who died re- 
cently at Los Angeles, Cal., and who was 
connected with the newspapers of this 
city for several years. Ex-Governor Pen- 
nington was also the father of Mrs. 
Campbell, formerly of this city, and of 
Mrs. A. J. Adair, at whose home he died. 

He was more than seventy years of age. 
At the time of his death he was editor of 
The Alabama Home, published at Oxford. 


LOOKOUT FOR THIS SLICK ONE. 


Negro, Claiming To Be Indian, Swin- 


dling His Own People. 

Franklin, June 28.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—During the past few weeks therg 
has been in Heard county one Shu Chan 
Charley, who -pretends that he 4 an ln- 
dian, but who in reality is only a negro. 
He travels among the negroes and gives 
endertainments of a very peculiar nature, 
end it seems that these entertainments 
are intendad only to incite insurrection 
among tha negroes. 

The fruits of his work are being realized 
already, many of the negroes having evi- 
dently grown ‘disrespectful toward the 
whites. It is generally understood here 
that some, at least, have been induced 
by Shu Chan Charley to pian an insurrec- 
tion, and it is well known that in some 
parts of the country soldiers have been 
formed by Shu Chan, the object of which 
sccieties i3 to deal with the “race” qt<s- 
tion secretly. Taking into considera- 
tion all of the late developments, it be- 
comes very evident that Shu Chan has 
been talking insurrection in a very 
sjMrited manner, 

A letter bearing Shu Chan's signature 
wes found on the morning of the 22d 
irstant, the substance of it being that 
the whites had suspicioned them rising, 
and that what they intended doing must 
be done quickly. ‘The names of several 
negro leaders occurred in the letter. 
These men were advised as to the di- 
vision of the crowd, as to which road each 
should take. They were advised to meet 
at Middlebrook’s store and take on a new 
supply of ammunition. Here is a quotation 
from the letter: “Clean up the whites as 
you go.” Several thoroughly reliable ne- 
groes say they heard this plan read at 
a, gathering, only worded differently. 

Considaring the whole affair, we think 
the only plausible construction to be that 
Shu Chan is sounding the white people of 
Heard county; irfvsing within the ne- 
groes more resentment, thinking by this 
mears hé will be enabled to stimulate the 
society work which it seems is to his 
interest to pron ote. 

On the whole quite a sensation has been 
produced, and on Friday evening last, 
some of Heard county’s best citizens 
gathered themselves together and proceed- 
ed to the place where Shu Chan was 
quartering. But for the smooth talking 
of some of the older and more‘considerate 
members of the company Shu Chan would 
doubtless have surveyed the happy huni- 
ing ground ere this, However, he Was re- 
leased on condition that he wouid get out 
vf the county immediately. 

He proposed going to Carrollton, Ga, 
the following day, but he went in the op- 
posite direction. Later in the day hé was 
followed over into Troup county, and it

BOND ISSUE MADE 


Transit and. Electric Light Company 
Records Big Mortgages. 


PAPERS FILED YESTERDAY 


United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company Is Made Trustee. 


BONDS TO BEAR 5 PER CENT INTEREST 


Issue Is Made for Purpose of Greatly 
Extending the Interests of Two 
Large Enterprises. 


With the clerk of the superior court yes- 
terday the necessary papers were filed 
showing that the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company had made the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company, of New 
York, trustee for $1,000,000 worth of first 
mortgage bonds of the denomination of 
$1,000 each, bearing interest at the rate of 
5 per cent per annum. 

Similar papers were filed showing that 
the Georgia Electric Light Company had 
made the same trust company its trustee 
for $2,000,000 worth of first mortgage bonds 
of the value of $1,000 each, bearing < pe) 
percent interest. 4 

In each instance the bonds were dated 
July 2. 1900, and are made payable in gold 
on July ist, thirty years from now. The 
bonds, however, according to resolutions 
adopted by the stockholders, ‘‘may be re- 
deemed at the option of the company on 
or after July 1, 1905, or any other day on 
which the interest is payable at the rate 
of $1.60 and accrued interest.’’ 

It is set forth that the bond issue is 

_made for the purpose of making additions 
to the plants of both the street rallway 
company and the electric light company. 

For some months past the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company has been actively en- 
gaged in extending {ts lines. The new line 
on Auburn avenue and Ivy street has beén 
in operation for some time, and the con- 
tractors are now engaged in pushing work 
on the company’s line to Décatur. 

The company is now seeking to condemn 
the Atlanta Railway Company’s tracks on 
Peachtree street between Walton street 
and Auburn avenue for: the purpose of 
connecting its Decatur street line and 
river line. The road also contemplates go- 
ing out Whitehall street, and if it is suc- 
cessful in its condemnation proceedings, 
the work of extending thé tracks in all 
directions will doubtless begin. 

The Georgia Electric Light Company 
has been at work putting down its under- 
ground conduits, and considerable money 
hag been spent in perfecting the system. 
It is expected that new and improved ma- 
chinery will be installed at the compa- 
ny’s plant in the very near future.

The petition filed by Rhodes, through 
his attorneys, J. E. & Ig F McClelland, 
eets forth that on July 12, 1898, the petition- 
er and defendant entered into a part- 
nership to conduct a wholesale and re- 
tail millinery store. According to an 


agreement, says the petition, each was to 
zontribute the sum of $8,000 in merchan- 
dise and money ‘to start the business. 

Rhodes declares he was to receive one- 
half of the. net profits. He says that 
about December ist, last year, he was 
given a statement which he was told was 
an estimate of the business. The peti- 
tioner asserts’ tha't this statermment show- 
ed the assets to be $27,798.80 and the lia- 
bilities $11,000, while the present worth 
of the firm was set down as $16,798.80. 

The petition recites that the partnership 
was partially dissolved about the time the 
statement was rendered, and avers that 
Bowman turned over to the petitioner, 
in part payment of his interest, $6,359.77 
in merchandise. He says that Bowman 
then took charge of the balance of the 
assets, amounting to $21,000, and agreed to 
collect the various sums and discharge 
the Habilities.

A FEW. STOCKS YIELDED IN SYMPATHY 


Grangers Were Well Taken on the 
Belief That Crops Have Im- 
proved in the Northwest. 


New York, July 9.—Not much impression 
was produced on the stock market today by 
events, and the professional contingent, which 
conducted practically all the transactions, fell 
again to very small proportions. The large 
volume of dealings and the more important 
operators which characterized last week’s mar- 
ket were not in evidence today. The failure 
of last week's attempt to attract outside inter- 
est in the market by bidding up prices seems 
to have been a satisfactory demonstration to 
that element that the period is not ripe for 
active speculation. Nevertheless, the price 
movements of the day were quiet, owing to the 
small floating supply of stock. The undertone 
of the market, too, was unmistakably firm. 
Even the sharp break in Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit, which stock led the market 1u point of 
activity, had very slight effect on the general 
list, although a few large gains in special 
stocks were yielded in sympathy with it. 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit at the lew point was 
5% below the high point. The stock showed 
very feeble resistance to the decline and 
no recuperative power, the bears apparently 
turring the course of the stock as they chose, 
There was po news to explain the decline, but 
rumors were prevalent of a poor showing of 
earnings to be made in the forthcoming report. 
The other local traction stocks were also 
under pressure, Metropolitan selling at one 
time 4 points under Saturday, but rallying 3. 
Illinois Central rose at one time 3%, and the 
dealings in the stock were quite large. Un- 
Official reports that the stock is to go on a 
6 per cent basis were responsible for the 
rise. Louisville showed good recovery on the 
authorized announcement that tomorrow's div- 
idend declaration is to be on a 4 per cent yearly 
basis. The grain carrying roads were weil 
taken all day in anticipation of tomorrow's crop 
report, which is expected to show improvement 
in conditions from rains in the northwest. 
Baltimore and Ohio was a weak featttlre on 
the score of the insignificant increase in gross 
earnings reported for June. The steel stocks 
were inclined to heaviness, Tennessee Coal los- | 
ing 2 points. The movement in the group was 
supposed to be connected with the attempts to 
reach an agreement regarding prices. The 
large decrease In reserves shown by Saturday’s 
bank statement remained unexplained today, 
but the continued ease of the money market 
left no room for immediate apprehension cn 
that score. It is the more’ remote periods re- 
garding which doubts are felt, and lenders 
hold out for full rates for time loans going 
over for the longer periods, though the suppiy 
of funds for short periods is abundant.

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Margaret Welch Writes 


of the Empress of China 


“She is one of the most significant and 


the most systematic factors in this crisis 


of the world’s peace,’’ writes Margaret 
Hamilton Welch in an interesting article 
about the dowager empres@ of China. 
Her history reads like fiction, imagination 
and tragic, every year of her life up to 
the present one presenting some inci- 
dent that would be fine subject matter 
for the good story writer. 

“For fortv years and except for one or 


| two intermissions, permftted rather than 
submitted to by this indomitable woman, | 


Tsu Tsi. now Tsi An, empress dowager. 
has been the ruling spirit of China and 
its 490,000,000 people.’ writes Miss Welch. 

She continues: “‘When Tune Chi grew 
to young Manhood, and in 1872 was mar- 
ried. with pomp and ceremony, to a Man- 
chu princess, a few months later the gov- 
ernment was formaily turned over to 
him. and the regent empresses retired 
from official life. Briefly only & proved, 
however. for the emperor, who had given 
evidence for some time before the end 
of the regency, of being afflicted with that 
—in China's imperial city—most alarming 
malady, a will of his own, could no longer 
conceal its depredations, His health fall- 
ed so rapidly that he could barely issue 
the royal edict asking the dowager “em- 
presses to resume control of the govern- 
ment when, a month afterwards, in Janu- 
ary, 1875, he ‘returned to heaven,’ as his 
sorrowing subjects were piously informed. 
His wife. who was alput to become a 
mother. was naturally grief stricken, and 
soon foilowed her husband, probably from 
the same cause which made him, accord- 
ing to imperial Chinese, ‘a guest on 
high.’ 

“The choice of a successor to Tung Chi 
was made in Kwang Shu, a child of three 
years, and a nephew of Hsien Fung, with 
again the ermvpresses at the head of af- 
fairs. This choice cannot he explained 
by outsiders, for Kwang Shu, as first 
cousin to Tung Chi, belonged to the same 
generation, and his’ seleetton, therefore. 
defied one of the most inviolate rules of 


. the Chinese empire, that which through 


ancestral succession permfts the sacred 
rite of ancestral worship. 


* “Six vears afterwards, in 1881, the sen- | 


ior regent, who had begun to be less per- 


gona grata to her junior colleague than 


formerly, suffered a sudden and fatal at- 
tack of heart failure, and Tsu Tsi became 
dowager empress in sole and complete 
authority. Her way had been difficult, 
but she had been equal to it. Kwang 
Shu, who is described as an amiable and 
fairly intelligent young prince, became 
interested in the liberal progressive policy 
of his chief advisers, his father, Prince 


Chung, and the Marquis Tseng, and the’ 


empress foresaw trouble for herself if 


these tendencies’ were not checked. At 


the proper moment, therefore, after appa- 
rent acquiesence in their reform plans, 
the fortunate empress was once more 
assisted by circumstances, for both Chung 
and Tseng died, a few months apart. 
these enlightened and influential 


difficult, by the aid of her long time fa- 
vortte and confidential adviser, Li Hung 
Chang, to keep in virtual authority even 
after her nominal retirement when 
Kwang Shu attained his majority. It is 
very recent history how the young em- 
peror’s health, following too active pur- 
sult of his reform policy, began to fail, 


and the empress for the third time in the 
four decades in. which she has played fast 


and loose with the Chinese imperial 


throne, found it once more in her pos- 
. session.

BAKER’S TRIALS ARE OVER 


Wife Slayer Will Not Have a Second 
Hearing. 


THE COURT FINALLY DECIDES 


Executive Clemency Is Now the Only 
Way for James Baker To Es- 
cape the Gallows.

The supreme court handed down a deci- 
sion yesterday morning in the Baker case 
under which the,convicted wife murderer 
must hang unless the judgment is inter- 
fered with by the governor or the pardon 
board. 

The crime for which James L. Baker 
stands convicted was committed last May 
and the trial was had and sentence ren- 
dered within one week after the commis- 
sion of the deed. An application for a 
new trial was made before the supreme 
court on the ground that newly dis- 
covered evidence would tend to show 
that Baker was insane at the time of the 
murder and that the judge cf the lower 
court had erred in refusing to postpone 
the trial a second time tn order to aliow 
counsel to study the case. It was also 
argued in the petition that a defendant 
should not Le sentenced within a week af- 
ter the commission of such a crime. 

The supreme court’s deelsion disposes 
finally of all these. fo wb } igang and rules 
that the new evidenc not of such a 
Leture as would caus “aifferent verdict 
on a second trial. wi *giso held that 
Judge Candler did né se his discretion 
in refusing to postpone” the trial at the 
request of Baker’s attotmeéy.
